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SU property tax proposal 
doesnt appeal to city

A Students’ Union push to eliminate 
municipal property tax on campus res- 
idences is hitting a City of Edmonton 
stonewall. 

In an attempt to lower rent for 
students living on campus, the SU 
Executive asked to make a presentation 
to the city two weeks ago to appeal 
for the removal of property tax on 
campus residences, potentially freeing 
up about $655 000 in additional res- 
idence funding. The amount makes 
up approximately four per cent of the 
University housing budget. 

The city’s executive committee, how- 
ever, refused to see the students’ pre- 
sentation. 

“We were quite shocked,” said Mike 
Hudema, Students’ Union President. 
“Sometimes they let you present and 
kibosh you after, but this time they 
wouldn't let us present at all.” 

Hudema said a tax cut could help 
relieve the rent increases on all campus 
residences this year. 

Last year, the University raised rent 
to pay for building upkeep and the 
construction of a new residence. The 
magnitude of the increase varied across 
the residences, ranging from a two per 


cent increase in large Pembina units to 
a 14 per cent increase in all Lister Hall 
rooms. 

Edmonton and Calgary are the only 
cities in Canada charging the prop- 
erty tax on university residences, said 
Hudema.

“What we're asking the city to do 
is bring itself into line with the rest 
of Canada and not levy this tax,” said 
Hudema. 

“The city has been pushing the 
province to take a stand on affordable 
housing in Alberta. We thought this 
was a chance for the city to show some 
real leadership in terms of affordable 
student housing, and a fairly easy thing 
for them to do.”

Students give kids free dental work

Brush harder, kids. U of A dental 
hygiene students want to check your 
chompers. 

Grade two students at Kildare 
Elementary School will be the subjects 
of Edmonton’s first dental sealant pro- 
gram. Four dental hygiene students 
are being placed at Kildare to screen 
students for dental work, and place 
sealants if necessary. The dental seal- 
ant program is part of the fourth 
year of the new dental hygiene degree 


program, formerly a two-and-a-half 
year diploma, and is a collaboration 
between the U of A Faculty of Dentistry 
and the Capital Health Authority. 

Heidi Binner, a dental hygiene stu- 
dent participating in the Kildare pro- 
gram, explains that sealants are a 
plastic coating that goes on top of teeth 
and inside deep grooves in the molars, 
spaces that would otherwise harbour 
bacteria. Sealants are an effective and 
relatively inexpensive tool in prevent- 
ing tooth decay. 

“It’s much more expensive to fill a 
tooth, and once you fill a tooth you're 


drilling away at tooth structure, then 
the filling breaks down and eventually 
you lose the tooth,” explained Shandie 
Lagler, another student involved in the 
Kildare program. 

Still, sealants do cost money. Dental 
offices charging between $10 and $20 
per sealant, plus the salary of the 
dental hygienist, currently $30—35 an 
hour, according to Lagler. 

For some families, a visit to the den- 
tist can be prohibitively expensive. 

“If people don’t have dental plans, 
they're not going to go,” said Binner.

Election recommendations 
released by FARCE

This year, Students’ Union elections 
processes may change for the better. 
After researching ways to improve 
SU elections, the committee for the 
Finding And Realization of Changes 
to Elections (FARCE) released a report 
noting its final recommendations, 
which were approved by Students’ 
Council at their 17 September meet- 
ing. The SU Executive Committee is 
now amending SU bylaws and policies 


to mirror the changes FARCE has rec- 
ommended. 

According to FARCE’s final report, 
some of the main issues include the 
quantity and distribution of posters, 
the possibility of web-based voting, 
voter turnout, length and timing of 
the campaigns, the date of elections, 
and the process of electing student 
councillors. 

But by no means does FARCE plan to 
take the fun out of elections with these 
changes.

But the City of Edmonton says the 
SU Executive is appealing to the wrong 
people to keep campus residences 
affordable, and the revenue generated 
is important to their tax base. 

“The city of Edmonton shouldn't be 
penalized,” said Mayor Bill Smith. 

“Students should be lobbying the 
university if they feel the rents are too 
high. Regardless of taxes, the univer- 
sity has the complete ability to reduce 
the rents if they feel it’s necessary. The 
students should be talking to the uni- 
versity about that.” 

Smith said the students weren't 
allowed to speak on the issue because 
the issue was out of the city’s juris- 
diction—the city is allowed to charge 
property tax on residences due to a 
provision of the Universities’ Act, a 
provincial act outlining the structures, 
functions, and responsibilities of uni- 
versities in Alberta. 

Education is also a provincial con- 
cern, said Smith. 

“If we just waived [the tax], we're 
subsidizing education,” said Smith. 

As the province will be opening the

act for review this year, students should 
lobby the province to change the prop- 
erty tax provision, said Smith. 

But the city will be seeking a pro- 
vincial grant to cover the lost revenue 
if the changes happen, as many 
other provinces provide similar grants 
to municipalities. Due to tumbling 
stock prices, city investments have 
plummeted, resulting in the recent 
announcement of a much tighter 
municipal budget with tax increases 


and reduced spending in the coming 
year. 

But even if the tax cut does prevail, 
Hudema admits there is no guarantee 
of the funding going back to student 
rent directly. The University is support- 
ive of the current SU endeavour, but 
administration presented their own 
tax removal proposal last year to raise 
funds for the construction of the new 
residence near Lister, and may still 
want to earmark the funds toward the 


building. 
But Phyllis Clark, University 
Vice-President (Finance and 


Administration) said such guessing is 
unwarranted at this point. 

“Tt’s a long term process,” said Clark. 
“There's no use speculating where 
we put the money until we get the 
money.” 

According to Hudema, the SU will 
next be putting a petition together 
with the Residence Hall Association 
to show the city how many students 
are affected by the tax. Clark said the 
University is also planning to address 
the property tax issue later in the 
year. 


First impression key at career fair

Career information and company 
specifics can be obtained from attend- 
ing the fair, as well as making contacts 
to get a job. 

“You can learn about opportunities 
that you might not have known about. 
Often we have assumptions about 
companies. We assume oil companies 
only hire engineers. They also hire 
human resources people, they hire 
accountants, they hire marketing and 
public relations people,” said Castillo. 

Companies attending the Career Fair 
also hope to inform students what 
their particular company can offer. 

Lynelle Mantai, Human Resources 
Representative at EPCOR, said, “We 
want students to be aware that we are 
a growing company. The opportuni- 
ties are plenty in terms of geographic 
locations.” 

The fair also shows companies 
offer other opportunities for students 
besides permanent careers. Many com- 
panies offer summer and part-time 
employment: Mantai said EPCOR’s 
summer employment programs usu- 
ally hire between 40 and 50 students, 
and has postings as early as February. 

For students planning to attend, 
Castillo suggests they remember they 
are making a firstimpression on poten- 
tial employers. 

“We don’t recommend people to 
dress up, but business casual is a good 
idea,” said Castillo. 

She added students should stay for 
at least one hour to stop and ask ques-

tions. 

And Mantai said that a first impres- 
sion is crucial. 

“Our main goal is to hire for atti- 
tude and we can train for everything 
else. We want to see from candidates a 
real uniqueness, a real desire to work,” 
said Mantai. 

Currently, 128 exhibitors are regis- 
tered to attend. The Brick, oil and gas 
exploration company Devon Canada 
Corporation, and construction man- 
agement company Bantrel are amongst 
the first-time contributors on the list. 

First established in 1990, last year’s 
Career Fair led approximately 65 000 
individuals through the Butterdome 
doors.

Kildare students, however, will be 
receiving the treatment for free. Capital 
Health and the Faculty of Dentistry 
are providing the disposables such as 
masks and gauze, while an undisclosed 
dental supply company will provide 
the actual sealant material. 

Kildare was chosen after a recent 
survey by Capital Health revealed 
Kildare to be a high-need school for 
dental work.

But while the program will no doubt 
be a boon to the kids’ teeth, kids don’t 
usually like getting dental work so 
much. So why is grade two taking the 
bullet? 

“That’s about the age when their 
first permanent molars are erupting 
and we want to get them right when 
they're new,” explained Binner. 

The Faculty of Dentistry has given 
fourth-year Dental Hygiene students 
various options for projects they can 
do including cancer research, clinical 
teaching, and public health. 

For Lagler, the choice was easy as 
the sealant program provides valuable 
practical experience. 

“IT was interested in public health 
and how to implement programs, how 
to plan a program and then actually go 
do it.” 

In the future, Lagler hopes other 
fourth-year students will follow proj- 
ects like the Kildare sealant program. 
“We want to foster more students to 
get involved with practical health ini- 
tiatives,” she said. 

With screening for sealants starting 
this week, the program is scheduled 
for completion by 18 November. 

The dental hygiene program was 
established at the University in 1961. 
The.department began to grant under- 
graduate degrees in February of 2000.

Garbage becomes art 
for U of A student 


Human ecology student explores the creative 
process by making clothes out of recycled material

An exhibit of clothing made from 
recycled materials hopes to challen- 
gine the way people think about the 
human creative process. 

Andrea Schuld, a U of A human 
ecology graduate student, explores the 
dynamic relationship between an indi- 
vidual’s creativity and their lifetime 
influences in a collection of clothing 
called An Evolving Design Process: 
From Waste to Artwear. 

Schuld used recycled materials, 
including shower curtains, cassette 
tapes, and old leather coats to create 
her collection. 

The collection complements Schuld’s 
thesis, which examines how creativity 
happens and how the creative process 
can be made a better experience for 
the individual. Each piece of clothing 
finds its genesis in Schuld’s design phi- 
losophy and her key life influences. 

“T think the creative process has a lot 
of potential for healing and express- 
ing and forming identity. And espe- 
cially fashion ... is so central to one’s 
self identity,” said Schuld. 

The main inspiration for the thesis 
came after Schuld received a Bachelor of 
Applied Art from Ryerson University’s 
School of Fashion and spent two years 
working in the fashion industry in 
Toronto. The experience led Schuld 
to consider what her education had 
lacked. 

Despite Ryerson’s reputation as 
Canada’s pre-eminent design school, 
Schuld said there was very little empha- 
sis on teaching students how to be cre- 
ative people. And as for her time in 
the fashion industry, which she refers 
to as the “fashion apparatus,” Schuld 
said, “It was just stifling, just awful.” 

“T always knew that I wanted to do 
fashion and be creative and express 
myself through clothing,” said Schuld, 
who is specializing in Clothing and 
Textiles. 

“I tried to build into all of the gar- 
ments something that would be not 
trendy,” said Schuld. The collection 
emerged as a response to conspicuous 
consumption and lust for the new, per- 


sonified by the fashion industry. 

Many of the used goods were 
donated by professors and students 
from her department and Schuld said 
that she will be giving the clothes 
she did not use to the Mustard 
Seed Street Church in downtown 
Edmonton. Being able to cycle mate- 
rials back into the community is an 
important part of Schuld’s philosophy 
of life. 

The collection also draws heavily 
on influences such as the marriage 
of organic and synthetic elements, 
Modern Primitive and Industrial sub- 
cultures, and body modifications for 
inspiration. Schuld’s interest in science 
fiction and cyborgs is also evident in 
her designs.

Books on topics such as philosophy, 
ecology and anti-consumerism are 
carefully spread through the exhibit; 
each has contributed to Schuld’s sense 
of the world and by extension, to her 
collection. Adding an aural compo- 
nent to the visual aesthetic Schuld has 
created with her collection is music 
that she has found influential. 

Schuld’s graduate advisor, Linda 
Capjack, described Schuld’s work as 
relevant, saying it is key for designers 
to consider what they are trying to say 
about themselves and what is impor- 
tant to them as they design. 

“[Human ecology] is a program 
that looks at people and their environ- 
ments,” said Capjack. 

She said Schuld’s collection and 
study reflects the role that creativity 
and apparel play in an individual’s 
environment. 

The collection is on display until 
26 September in the Human Ecology 
building.

“The only thing that makes elec- 
tions amusing is the raging contro- 
versy,” said Steve Smith, Vice-President 
(Operations & Finance) and FARCE 
chair. 

Instead, said Smith, the goals of these 
changes to elections are to increase the 
democratic legitimacy and efficiency 
of elections. 

“One of the first issues we took was 
that there was a tremendous lack of 
uniformity on how councillors were 
elected. With Students’ Council being 
the ultimate legislative body of the 
Students’ Union, it was felt that that 
needed to be rectified,” said Smith.

In some faculties, councillors have 
to campaign before possibly becom- 
ing elected to their positions, while 
in other faculties the position is 
appointed. 

FARCE’s recommendations include 
standardizing the way councillors from 
all faculties are elected, to make it fair. 

Another concern addressed by 
FARCE is referred to as the “Kelly 
Shinkaruk question.” Kelly Shinkaruk, 
a candidate with a provocative poster 
campaign in last year’s SU elections, 
was disqualified from the race when 
she spoke to the Edmonton Sun about 
her posters. 

Shinkaruk broke a bylaw stating can- 
didates must consult with the Chief 
Returning Officer before speaking 
with the external media. FARCE has 


now recommended the bylaw be elim- 
inated. 

The new bylaws will also hopefully 
help increase voter turnout. But even 
though getting more students out to 
the polls is on FARCE’s list, Smith 
believes it’s unlikely to see massively 
increased voting at the polls. 

Smith commented the U of A already 
has one of the highest voter turnout 
rates in Canadian universities for exec-

utive elections. In the last election, 20 
per cent of U of A students voted—in 
comparison, the University of Calgary 
struggled to achieve 13 -per cent voter 
turnout in recent years. 

The first reading of these new bylaws 
will take place at the next Students’ 
Council meeting on 1 October. 

The changes are likely to be put 
in place in time for the upcoming 
Students’ Union elections. 


Education. talk discusses 
effects of globalization

Renowned researcher and author 
Dr Cecilia Reynolds presented a lec- 
ture at the University of Alberta last 
Friday on globalization and its effect 
on educational policy. 

The talk looked at how globaliza- 
tion has improved international edu- 
cation, affected equity and diversity in 
the classroom, and is in the process 
of changing the themes and topics of 
educational policy research. 

“Globalization isn’t just something 
we can neatly fold away in our aca- 
demic tool kits; it is something that 
affects us and our children every day,” 
said Reynolds. “It is for this reason that 
we can't look at educational policy as 
separate from all the other issues and 
problems globalization has brought 
about.” 

Reynolds, Associate Dean of 
Academic Programs at the Ontario 
Institute for Studies in Education at the 
University of Toronto, opened her talk 
with an interactive exercise, asking 
audience members to discuss how 
their demographics, roles and beliefs 
affect their research and their practice 
as both students and teachers. 

“For example, my roles as scholar, 
teacher and feminist cause me to focus 
on gender, education and educational 
policy in my research,” Reynolds said. 
“It's important to realize the extent to 
which our social location affects our 
perspectives and our research.” 

Reynolds used the lecture to stress 
the importance of taking globalization 
into consideration when conducting 
research into educational policies. 

“We can use globalization and the 
wired world to our advantage when 
conducting research,” she said. “Now 
that we have access to other research 
from around the world we can move 


on and do new research, ask harder 
questions, and look into formerly 
taboo areas such as racism. We want 
to ask more critical and more stretch- 
ing questions.” 

Reynolds also discussed the “cult of 
powerlessness,” the belief held by large 
groups of people that they are pow- 
erless to affect change on educational 
policy and the world as a whole. This 
belief is propagated by globalization 
and the resulting mass Americanization 
of other cultures, said Reynolds.

“There is a crisis happening in 
universities across this country,” said 
Reynolds. “There is a serious lack 
of funding from the government for 
teaching and research. We need to 
continue to fund research into topics 
such as policy trends and the moral 
purposes of education. Hopefully, this 
research will encourage people to speak 
outside of the ‘cult of powerlessness’ 
and encourage them to be heard.” 

The lecture, entitled “Educational 
Policy in an Era of Globalization,” was 
given as the keynote address of the 
Educational Policy Studies Graduate 
Student Conference at the U of A, 
which ran from 20-21 September. The 
talk was hosted by the Department 
of Educational Policy Studies and the 
Faculty of Education. 


UBC law students offer services to troubled Vancouver area 


Free affadavit writing program to address the legal issues of the residents of Vancouver's notorious central east side

VANCOUVER (CUP) — Law students 
at the University of British Columbia 
are providing an affidavit-writing ser- 
vice for people living in Vancouver's 
troubled downtown eastside, in an 
effort to keep police accountable for 
their actions towards residents. 

The program is part of a larger non- 
profit initiative called Pivot, founded 
a year and a half ago by lawyer John 
McKenzie and Ann Livingstone, both 
of the Vancouver Area Network of Drug 
Users organization. An affidavit is a 
sworn statement made before a notary 
public or other authorized officer. 

“The thing about the affidavits is 
that they’re legal evidence so we're 
collecting them in order to create

a foundation for some legal actions 
that are going to address the system- 
atic legal problems that are plaguing 
people [in the downtown eastside of 
Vancouver],” said McKenzie. 

McKenzie described Vancouver's 
downtown eastside as dire, listing 
troubling numbers like the 5000 drug 
addicts in a ten square block radius, 
with 40 per cent of drug users being 
HIV positive. 

“Basically, it’s a desperate situation,” 
he said, “A large reason for that is 
because of the social structures and 
legal institution that are in place, [that] 
kind of work to further marginalize 
people. 

“Certainly the system is not helping 
people,” said McKenzie. “The system is 
driving people down here and it’s kill- 
ing them. Three hundred drug addicts 


per year die down there.” 

Second-year law student Alejandro 
Bustos has been involved with the pro- 
gram for several months. During. the 
summer, he went with McKenzie to 
record people’s stories at the corner of 
Main and Hastings, a Vancouver inter- 
section infamous for its high density 
of drug users. 

Bustos can’t discuss many details of 
stories he has heard from downtown 
eastside residents because the Pivot 
program hasn’t decided how they are 
going to use the affidavits in court 
cases. He did describe what happened 
when one man was stopped by police 
when he went to buy a sub and was 
found with $15 worth of heroin as 
well as $740 for rent. 

He explained to the police about his 
addiction and that he had to pay rent. 


The police confiscated his $740, and 
the man subsequently lost his apart- 
ment. 

When Bustos met him, the man was 
living out of his car. “The cops didn't 
even make a report to Crown coun- 
sel, which they are supposed to do ... 
but his money was still taken, and this 
happens a lot,” Bustos said. 

But McKenzie has long-term goals 
for the. program that focus on more 
than just the surface problems of indi- 
vidual cases of police brutality and 
mishandling. 

“I think the affidavit program in the 
fall is going to focus on ... using legal 
actions to try to achieve some struc- 
tural changes inside the Vancouver 
Police Department,” he said. 

“By using the law to strategically 
target things that discriminate against

Affordable Housing 


The Students’ Union has recently passed a policy on affordable 
housing. This will enable them to lobby for affordable student 
housing, as well as give them the ability to endorse any campaigns 
that may alleviate the student housing crisis. 


It should come as no surprise to anyone that there is a housing crisis 
in Edmonton: there is currently a waiting list for affordable houses. 
As part of the International Homelessness Awareness Week, the 
Students’ Union would like to raise awareness about the housing 
crisis and homelessness in general. We are currently endorsing three 
campaigns in regards to these issues: 


Petition To End Homelessness In Alberta 


This petition urges the provincial government to recognize the 
shortage of affordable housing, and to take action on this matter. It 
asks that the Alberta government work with the federal government 
on a housing strategy, and to adopt the 1% solution put forward by 
the Toronto Disaster Relief Committee. 


Since 1993, the Alberta government has cut more than $200 million 
from housing. The federal government has roughly $68 million in 
place for an affordable housing program for Alberta alone, yet the 
province has not yet signed any agreement with Ottawa. Currently, 
Alberta’s policy on affordable and special needs housing indicates 
that construction of this housing is up to the communities, and is 
not a government responsibility. 


There's No Place Like Home Campaign 


A project of Our Voice magazine, in cooperation with the 
Edmonton Coalition on Housing and Homelessness, this campaign 
asks Albertans to sign cards expressing their desire for the Alberta 
government to provide funding for affordable housing for people 
with low incomes. 


This campaign brings up the following arguments in favour of the 
need for affordable housing. In 2001, the Edmonton Community 
Plan identified a need for 5000 units of low-income rental housing 
(in addition to the emergency and supported housing needs which 
are the primary concern of the plan). Vacancy rates for rental 
housing in Edmonton is less than 1%, and the Capital Housing 
Region has roughly 2000 families on their waiting list for a unit. 
The most recent count of homeless people in the city is about 1300 
people, with more than 10% of them being children under the age 
of 15. 


On Wednesday, 25 September, at 2pm, 
the SU will host a free BBQ followed 
by several speakers in the the Almni 
room of SUB. Donations can be given 


at the event. 


On our campus alone, it is obvious that students are having trouble 
keeping up with the rising costs of a post-secondary education. 
Usage at the Campus Food Bank at the University of Alberta was 
higher last year than it had ever been, to the point that the food 
bank was having trouble keeping up with the demand. In the 2001/ 
02 academic year, the Campus Food Bank received 671 requests 
to feed a total of 1530 individuals. 112 of those were new clients, 
with the rest having had to access the food hampers on previous 
occasions.

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The Access Fund is an undergraduate bursary program designed, 
funded, and administered by University of Alberta undergraduate 
students. Since 1995, the Access Fund has helped 2, 315 students, 
awarding them bursaries totaling $2, 562, 271. 


The actual costs of attending school cannot not always covered 
by traditional methods such as student loans. Some people are 
not eligible; some people have costs that aren't considered; some 
people have used up all available student loan money. The Access 


Fund is specifically targeted at those students who have received the 
maximum possible on their student loan or who are not eligible for 
such assistance. 


Students are expected to have appealed their student loans to ensure 
they are receiving the maximum possible in government funding. 
Students are also expected to be working part-time, as their course 
load or circumstances — students who don’t work are still eligible to 
apply, but their award may be reduced. 


All undergraduate students pay into the Fund. Administration 
costs are capped at 5% and the rest goes to bursaries — 10% to 
an endowment fund and the balance to be used in the current 
school year. Last year, all available bursary money ($ 606, 237) was 
distributed to 392 students. If you don’t agree with the philosophy 
of the Access Fund, you can opt out of the fund and have your 
current term’s contributions returned. If you opt out, you are not 


eligible to receive money during your opt out period.

i; elementary school I remember colouring Xeroxed 
geological maps of the world. Russia was blue, Canada 
red, and maybe Sweden was purple. Boundaries were 
in bright, solid colours, highlighting their importance. 
It was then that I learned that being born and raised 
in a country that has one of the top living standards of 
the world has its benefits. 

One of these advantages is that of movement. 

The fact that we live in Canada and can drive 500 
kilometres in most directions and still be in legal 
territory should amaze us. When we go, legally, from 
the US to Canada or Europe, by boat or plane, often 
we don’t realize that this is a great freedom. 

This freedom is often squeezed during times of fear 
and economic poverty. 

Last year, 369 Mexicans died while attempting to 
cross into the promised land of the US. Our own 
government is pumping in more funding for border 
control, and meanwhile, decreasing the amount of 
foreign aid. It seems that the ones who would benefit 
most from migration are the ones who are forced to 
be static. 

If Canada opens its borders and welcomed anybody 
onto its land, I wonder how many people would come 
to Canada. I bet it would be more than the 1 038 990 
let in between 1991 and 1996. Some borders are 
maintained to keep people in, but ours definitely 
operate to keep people out. 

Canada is no longer a barren wilderness needing to 
be tamed, but a teen idol trying to deal with her fame. 
And what should Canada do about its fortune? Divvy 
it up among its citizens? Spread it among our global 
peers? Should our Canadian citizenship guarantee us 
more access than everybody else, just because we 
were born in a solid red boundary? 

If we were in Jordan, Ecuador, or any other of the 
less fortunate nations of the world, that wouldn't be 
the case. 

In 1999, 130 million babies were born worldwide, 
and roughly 337 200 of those babies were born in 
Canada. That means that each one of those babies 
had a 0.03 per cent of being born here. There's a 
large chance that one of those babies will be born 
in some arbitrary boundary that prohibits emigration. 
Likewise, there was a similar chance that anyone of 
us could've been born in a land of opportunity and 
privilege 

Although the world is heading towards a globalized 
economy, one where money and corporations can 
cross many solid lines, we shouldn't leave the unlucky 
citizens stuck lining up for passport photos.

Like many others I've spoken to 
recently, I have always thought of 
Alberta as the Texas of the North. Both 
are home to strong ultra-conservative 
and libertarian views, oil-rich econo- 
mies, and political leadership that is 
disdainful of the Kyoto Accord. 

For Albertans, this leadership is 
Premier Ralph Klein; for Texans and all 
other Americans, it’s President George 
W Bush. Both men are fundamentally 
opposed to the Kyoto environmental 
agreement's timeline for the reduction 
of greenhouse gas emissions, believ- 
ing that they would have a devas- 
tating impact on local and national 
natural resource industries, particu- 
larly oil and natural gas, and are based 
on politically expedient yet unrealistic 
and ultimately fallible targets. 

When the protocol was signed in 
December 1997, President Clinton was 
more concerned with appeasing the 
Democrat-rich environmental lobby 
than helping to create something 
real and tangible to help reduce 
environmental damage. The Clinton 
Administration agreed to reduction 
targets of 7 per cent, and by 2012 it 
was to reduce greenhouse gas emis- 
sions, carbon dioxide in particular, by 
5~7 per cent below 1990 levels. 

Many American industries were 
insistent that for an economy that 
had been ‘as dependent on fossil fuels 
and other industries under fire by 
Kyoto, trying to disengage America 
this quickly would be impossible. But 
the Accord left little room for negotia- 
tion. 

President Bush has been less enam- 
oured than Clinton with Kyoto, how- 
ever. Besides pointing to the devastating 


impact that Kyoto targets would have 
on the economy, Bush was rightfully 
irritated by the unfair bias against 
industrialized nations, wherein devel- 
oping nations were exempt from 
having to make any commitments of 
their own, allowing countries such as 
India and China to continue with envi- 
ronmental degradation because they 
weren't rich enough. 

The logic seems to be that we allow 
them to develop economically to a 
point at which they achieve wealthy 
status and then hold them accountable, 
at which time, paradoxically, they are 
even more economically dependent 
upon these kinds of environmentally 
damaging industries. 


While I maintain that 
Kyoto is flawed and 
inept as a tool for 
safeguarding the 
environment, no one 
is off the hook, 
particularly two coun- 
tries as wealthy and 
powerful as the US 
and Canada. 


For Premier Klein, the arguments 
are similar. 

The Prime Minister, who was 
reminded during the NAFTA negoti- 
ations just how politically powerful 
Canada’s own environmental lobby 
can be, has also agreed to hop on 
board with Kyoto for political gain, 
with little knowledge of the clear and 
specific goals that Canada and Alberta 
would have to follow. 

Ultimately, the PM does not require 
the permission of Klein or any other 
premier to sign Kyoto, but Klein’s 
objections are not without consider- 
ation, and prompt the question of 
whether our goal should be just any 
environmental agreement, or rather, 


one that can actually be achieved. 

Were I a cynic, I might think that 
Chrétien’s battle for legitimacy within 
Canada and his own party could be 
helped by achieving some kudos from 
both the international community and 
environmentalists. 

That said, there are realities to be 
faced. While I maintain that Kyoto is 
flawed and inept as a tool for safe- 
guarding the environment, no one is 
off the hook, particularly two coun- 
tries as wealthy and powerful as the 
US and Canada. For its part, the United 
States produces 25 per cent of the total 
greenhouse gases, twice as much per 
person as in Europe, while represent- 
ing only 4 per cent of the world’s pop- 
ulation. 

To my mind, this necessarily means 
that they have a larger responsibility 
than most to lead the way in environ- 
mental solutions. 

Some progress has been made in 
exploring more technological and mar- 
ket-based solutions that will appeal to 
business types and focus more on alter- 
natives that won't send shockwaves 
through the economy. Even organi- 
zations such as the Global Climate 
Coalition and the Pew Center on Global 
Climate Change in Washington believe 
more in increased research into alter- 
natives to fossil fuel dependence and 
allowing emissions trading among the 
private sector as ways to motivate 
industry to reduce emissions of their 
own accord. 

Former head of the American 
Environmental Protection Agency 
William K Reilly concurs: increased 
cooperation between the private sector 
and government agencies would allow 


them to set achievable goals with a 


real chance of success. 

Regardless of political and ideologi- 
cal affiliation, we must all concede to 
the urgency of addressing issues of the 
environment with practical and effec- 
tive solutions. 

The best way to do so would be 
to remove political agenda from the 
equation.

For a fee that starts 
at $1500, this young man and several 
friends he has employed will grab, 
bind, threaten and even abuse you 
according to the size of your request— 
and your wallet. 

Since beginning his disturbing enter- 
prise, Enright and his company have 
done about 30 kidnappings. 

Providing, in his words, an “extreme 
Sports aspect” to the lives of bored 
Wealthy folk, Enright helps them 
escape the glamorous world of expen- 
Sive clothes, cars and houses that have 
dulled their unquenchable thirst for 
excitement. He also markets this as a 
good way for people in socially con- 
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trolled, or otherwise repressed, situa- 
tions to take risks. Some clients have 
used it as cheap therapy, hoping that 
the traumatic event will be a life- 
affirming experience. 

Either way, Enright’s exploits have 
landed him mass media attention, 
most recently in the form of a lengthy 
article in Rolling Stone outlining his 
unorthodox service and, as well, its 
downright frightening potential. 


Besides being in 
appallingly bad taste 
in todays social and 
sort of depraved action 
downright dangerous. 


This business is, surprisingly, per- 
fectly legal, as the clientele pay for the 
service beforehand. But, as I've said, I 
am not the first nor, I suspect, the last 
to criticize such undertakings. 

Besides being in appallingly bad 
taste in today’s social and political cli- 
mate, this sort of depraved action is 
frightening and downright dangerous. 
Being bound and gagged, at first a 
rather appealing idea for these calcu- 
lated risk takers, could have some scary 
consequences such as serious injury, 
or, hey, yeah—death.

Turbulent Ireland recreated at Timms 


Pentecost

“The arsehole of Hell” could very well describe 
the hopeless, godforsaken corners of any region, 
but for the characters of Studio Theatre’s season 
opener and Canadian premiere of Pentecost, it’s 
home sweet home. 

Pentecost, Irish playwright Stewart Parker's 
final drama, is the story of four individuals, two 
Protestant, two Catholic, who, despite their con- 
flicting pasts, come together to set up house in 
the most hellish spot of Belfast, Ireland. 

The play takes place in 1974, five years and 700 
violent deaths into a period of fighting known 
as “The Troubles.” Lenny (Andy Northrup), a 
struggling trombonist, has recently inherited the 
home of his Aunt Lily, who lived in the residence 
since 1918. 

The house is portrayed as just as fruitless and 
ancient as the fighting in the streets outside. Set 
designer David Lovett presents an environment 
unwilling to leave the past behind. It is a dark- 
ened space, lit from the glow of gas lamps and a 
small fireplace, cluttered with decaying furniture 
and surrounded by walls covered with black- 
ened, peeling layers of paper. 

Appreciative of such antiquities, Lenny’s strong- 
minded ex-wife Marian, played forcefully by 
Jennifer Spencer, offers to purchase the estate 
wholesale in exchange for a divorce that Lenny 
agrees to with little persuasion. 

Having just sold her business and without future 
plans, Marian expects to settle down in her his- 
toric sanctuary, but her solitude is soon inter- 


rupted. Ruth (Adrienne Smook), a young battered 
wife runs to old school chum Marian for a place 
to stay, followed by Lenny, and Lenny’s friend 
Peter (Aaron Talbot), who has returned to his 
“Lilliputian” Ireland after three years in England. 

Even when all guestrooms are vacant, Marian 
cannot escape the conflict. Her head space is 
haunted by the ghost of the previous owner, 
Lily (Vivien Bosley), a fiercely Protestant loyalist 
apparition who is quite cross to have a Catholic 
heathen sipping whiskey in her sitting room. 

By the end of act one, enough tension has been 
established between characters to make the bur- 
geoning workers strike seem a note of pathetic 
fallacy in their past-is-present world. The interac- 
tions of this unhappy home.are no.doubt part 
of what the playwright was trying to capture in 
describing his piece as a “comedy of terrors.” But

for all the blackness of Pentecost, there isn’t much 
comedy, apart from a few false Irish accents. 

However, Mark Henderson’s production does 
have modest spirit, managing to strongly retain 
the drama, particularly in the intense character- 
establishing dynamic between Adrienne Smook 
and Jennifer Spencer, and the final monologue 
of Vivien Bosley, revealing the humanity behind 
the ghost that haunts the house. 

It’s precisely spirit that the play proposes as the 
hope for future in a deadlocked past, a Holy Spirit 
that unites divided Christians, a human spirit 
that embraces life and love between creatures, a 
spirit of hope that can grow out of any location. 

While Parker isn’t purporting to know how to 
solve the crisis in Northern Ireland, he does pro- 
vide some hope that there may well be a respite 
in the “arsehole of Hell.” Someday...

In the trailer for The Four Feathers, a small square 
of British soldiers is attacked from all directions 
by an onslaught of Arabs. It looks cool in the 
preview and makes the viewer want to see the 
movie. The scene is in the movie and it’s cool. 
Too bad the movie itself exemplifies mediocrity. 

Feathers is the tale of Harry Faversham (Heath 
Ledger) a young British buck from the 1890s. 
Harry joins the military because his father is 
a decorated General and any other carrier path 
would have been totally unacceptable. When his 
unit is unexpectedly called to active duty in 
Sudan, Harry decides he doesn’t really want to 
die for the empty pride of the empire, and would 
rather stay at home with his fiancée, Ethne (Kate 
Hudson). Harry’s friends and Ethne are pretty 
pissed off at his decision, and each give Harry 
a feather representing his cowardice, amounting 
to, surprise, four feathers in total. To prove that 
he is not a coward, Harry goes to Sudan and 
dresses up as a local to find his fellow soldiers 
and fight with them. 

Ledger is acceptable as the lead. He pulls off 
the “hero” character dressed up in British finery, 
dying in the desert. Unfortunately, his motiva- 
tions are not made clear by the script, and there 
is little he can do to save the movie. Djimon 
Hounsou is better than average in his portrayal 
of Abou, the man who saves Harry’s life over and 
over again, even if he is playing the exact same 
character he did in Gladiator. Hudson is mostly 
window dressing as she obviously doesn’t come 
to Sudan, where most of the film’s action takes 
place. 


The directing and cinematography are also 
above par for such a mediocre film. Shekhar 
Kapur’s (Elizabeth) soft-handed directing is 
exemplified by a scene near the end of the movie 
where Harry and one of his friends are speaking 
uncomfortably to each other. The friend becomes 
aware that Harry saved his life in Sudan in a 
way that is obvious and at the same time subtle 
enough not to insult the intelligence of the audi- 
ence. 

The cinematography is equally sure footed: 
beautiful shots of vast deserts, flowing sand 
and colour-saturated sunsets typify the master- 
ful photography of scenes shot on location in 
Morocco, representing Sudan. 

The set piece battle, which puts an exclama- 
tion point on the trailer, is an achievement for 
the filmmakers. Thousands of extras create a 
true sense of the British discipline and arma- 
ment against Sudanese numbers and cunning. 
The battle is, for the most part, made up of real 
people; very few CG additions were made to the 
film after the fact. This gives a grim realism to 
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ONCE MORE UNTO THE BREACH Maybe an epic battle, but not even close to an epic movie.

the entire proceedings, which is hard to replicate 
with CG. 

Despite all of Feathers positive aspects, it doesn’t 
come together as a cohesive whole. The movie is 
supposed to be about how fighting for a country 
or even an idea doesn’t matter, but fighting for a 
friend is true courage. Unfortunately, the message 
is so muddy it isn’t until the end of the film, in 
Jack’s (Wes Bentley) speech to the returning sol- 
diers, that the point of the film becomes clear. 

Feathers is a perfect example of a movie where 
the best efforts of the cast and crew don’t matter 
if they can’t “click” with the script. The film has 
a story structure designed to be either an epic, 
up to an hour longer with more time to flesh out 
the characters and the themes, or a popcorn flick 
about 20 minutes shorter with some of the extra- 
neous subplots cut out. 

Feathers ends up as an admirable mistake, 
never achieving a greater whole from its quality 
parts. Despite the lack of good films coming out 
in the next few weeks, the film still isn’t worth 
going to see.

Art should provoke, 


not pacify

A bronze statue by noted artist Eric 
Fisch] was shrouded and removed 
from the lobby of Rockefeller Center 
seven days after it was installed. A 
memorial piece for the victims of 11 
September and placed there for the 
first anniversary, it is contradictory to 
all of the recept trends in both public 
art and public memorial. It offended 
some and because of this, the work 
disappeared. 

The sculpture is a life-size bronze, 
which has been the medium to mark 
war and other tragedies since the six- 
teenth century. The problem was that 
this wasn’t a hero—it was a victim, 
and it wasn’t a man in his best armour. 
It was a nude woman, vulnerable and 
close to death, who fell from the 
towers as the planes hit. She is suffer- 
ing both physically and emotionally 
and is the one who speaks for every- 
one who died in those towers. 

Recent trends in monument making 
demonstrate a tendency of abstraction 
to avoid any of the messy, violent, polit- 
ical and social complexities that mark 
conflict. One of the first major indi- 
cations of this trend is the Vietnam 
Veteran’s memorial at the National Mall 
in Washington, DC. Designed by Maya 
Lin, a neophyte architecture student, 
there was a need to be gentle—remem- 
ber the soldiers, but don’t remind 
anyone that America lost that war, 
or how damaging that war was to 
both America and Vietnam. To record 


that, her monument is lists of names 
engraved in slick black granite. 

Lin’s other works show the same 
instinct. Her Civil Rights Memorial, 
done seven years later, has the same 
litany of names on the same stone. 

It looks like she only had one good 
idea, one blank enough that it could be 
readily transferred to other sites. Other 
monuments made after Lin’s had the 
same effect; for example, the recent 
renovation of Ellis Island or any of 
the six proposals on the shortlist for 
monuments to mark the World Trade 
Center. 

Eric Fischl’s work and the work of 
Lin and her followers, could both 
be considered documentary. However, 
Fischl documents horror. It is impos- 
sible to intellectualize or aesthetically 
abstract the work. It is not elegant or 
pretty. The horror of that day is the 
horror of the sculpture. 

American public art likes to be safe, 
and avoid any of the negative emo- 
tions or discussions that can result 
from these works. 

The problem is especially prevalent 
in Rockefeller Center, an office build- 
ing and tourist mecca. The dialogue 
of the street takes second place to the 
more measured and formal discus- 
sions of late capitalism. 

To create a work of such power 
required bravery, and not the diplo- 
matic instincts of people like Lin. Fisch] 
has courage, and it is shameful that 
the curators of public art at Rockefeller 
Center did not share the importance of 
his vision. 


Apollo 13 bigger, but no better

If you looked at the listings for the 
SilverCity IMAX before last Friday, you 
would have noticed something partic- 
ular. 

In the theatre designed to give mov- 
iegoers the greatest visual and audi- 
tory experience, Famous Players was 
showing almost no films designed to 
take advantage of the facility. Instead of 
playing IMAX films in the IMAX the- 
atre, SilverCity decided, for the most 
part, to show regular films on the 
eight-story-tall screen. When projected 
in the humongous theatre, the makeup 
of the film is made all-too apparent for 
anyone to see. What would be a crisp 
and sharp image on a normal-sized 
screen was now a blurry mess with 
the film grain obvious to the eye. 

It looked like SilverCity was losing 
money by playing the barely-adver- 
tised, mostly edutainment IMAX 
movies. Showing regular 35mm 
movies was simply more profitable, 
even if the cool knob was turned 
down and the suck knob way up. The 
people behind the IMAX technology 
could see this as well. The result is 
Apollo 13: The IMAX Experience, a 
standard Hollywood movie with big 
name recognition. 

A special process called IMAX DMR 
(which stands for Digital Re-mastering) 
was applied to the film. Each frame 
of the original film was scanned 
into a computer at a flabbergasting 
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HOUSTON, WE HAVE A RE-RELEASE IMAX 


high resolution. Then the frames were 
smoothed and de-grained by a special 
proprietary computer program. The 
result of the DMR technology is a star- 
tlingly clear and sharp image projected 
almost perfectly on a 37-metre-wide 
screen. Unfortunately, you don’t really 
need to see Apollo 13 that large. 

The story of three consummate pro- 
fessionals shot into space and having to 
fight to survive long enough to make 
it back to Earth is just as effective as 
it always was on the normal movie 
screen or even on video. Three men 
trapped*in a small room is still three 
men trapped in a small room even if 
the room appears eight stories tall. 

The main draw of the larger IMAX 
screen is that it can fill your periphery 
vision. This creates the illusion that 
you're right in the scenes being pre- 
sented in front of you. Sometimes the 
huge screen even creates the feeling of 
motion vertigo as the camera moves. 
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experience not worth the ticket price. 


Unfortunately, Apollo 13 isn’t shot in 
a manner where the size of the image 
brings the viewer into the action on 
the screen. Even if it were, the whole 
point of the film is the emotional 
drama between the people trapped in 
a desperate situation. 

If you enjoyed Apollo 13 the first 
time and just love supremely crisp 
film, with pristine sound and mam- 
moth size, then the IMAX Experience 
might be for you. But if you're just a 
passing fan of the film or have never 
seen it before, just rent the thing on 
video; the “experience” is pretty much 
the same. 

The next IMAX DMR film will be 
Star Wars: Attack of the Clones, coming 
1 November. Star Wars’ finer points 
will be enhanced by the ginormous 
screen, so hopefully the DMR technol- 
ogy will prove itself to be something 
other than just a money-grubbing way 
to fill up commercial IMAX theatres.

Usually, when a movie makes up in 
explosions what it lacks in cohesive 
narrative, it’s because, as of this 
moment, Michael Bay or some other 
overblown producer has not received 
the permanent thumbs-down from 
the highly trained assassins hired by 
a mysterious conglomeration of movie 
critics known as the Buttered Topping 
Society. 

Sometimes, though, the diuretic cat- 
alyst of an on-screen crap-fest is that 
bane of movie lovers everywhere: the 
focus group.

ESO unveils giant organ 
at season opener

Last year, the Edmonton Symphony 
Orchestra (ESO) endured a_ heated 
labour dispute that saw disappointed 
crowds bemoan their uninspired 
sounds. Then, it was obvious that the 
orchestra wasn’t as enthralled with 
the concertos and symphonies as they 
should have been, and the labour dis- 
pute was blamed, more or less, for the 
tension that eventually cut their inspi- 
ration to near lifeless movement. 

This year, the season began with the 
dispute resolved, paycheques finally 
rolling in, and, not surprisingly, the 
symphony was again holding their 
bows high and striking elegant chords. 
Friday, they gave what may have 
been their best performance in recent 
memory. 

It also marked the official opening 
of the ESO’s 51st season, which was 
telecast nationally on the CBC. To 
commemorate the occasion, world- 
renowned guest conductor Mario 
Bernarndi was in attendance, as well 
as guest organ soloist, Rachel Laurin, 
from Québec. 

The evening was also complemented 
by the unveiling of the new Davis 
concert organ, and a specially-written 
concerto by well-known Canadian 
composer Jacques Hetu. 

Three pieces comprised the night's 
program. The first, a brisk eight-min- 
ute piece inspired by Shakespeare's 
Much Ado About Nothing, set the stage

The second piece, com- 
posed by Hetu, was written in five 
movements, moving solidly from soft, 
delicate organ notes to intense bass 
and organ combinations forcing the 
listener back in their seat. The final 
piece was Brahms Symphony No 1. A 
beautiful composition, it lasted a full 
half-hour, a quarter of the evening's 
two-hour performance. 

Normally, one would pause and give 
second thought to the unveiling of 
a concert organ, and then move on, 
However, the Davis organ cost in excess 
of $2 million and consists of over 4000 
pipes. Made of tin, lead and olive wood 
shipped from all over the world, the 
organ took two years to build. It was 
the inspiration and sole reason Mr 
Hetu wrote a concerto for this specific 
season opener, and was also the pri- 
mary incentive for Mario Bernardi and 
Rachel Laurin to be in town. 

There was a standing ovation at the 
end of Laurin’s performance, as there 
should have been. The piece so moved 
the audience that many were in tears. 

Although this was Mario Bernardi’s 
first performance with the ESO, he 
conducted as though he’d been with 
them for years. Bernardi moved them 
flawlessly through a complicated piece 
by Brahms’, Symphony No 1 Op 68 
without error. Naturally, thunderous 
applause followed. 

The 2002/03 season at the Winspear 
is going to be an exciting one that can 
even be enjoyed by poor university 
folk. Rush seating is available for stu- 
dents for most concerts at just $15 a 
seat. It promises to be a season filled 
with joy after such a disappointment 
last year.

Field hockey crew shrivels after preseason

After going 5-0 at the University of Toronto 
Invitational, the Pandas field hockey team saw 
the tough end of the Canada West division this 
weekend. 

Alberta hosted the tournament and got off to 
a great start on Friday, beating the inexperienced 
Manitoba Bisons 6—0. Forward Stefanie Sloboda 
closed both halfs with a goal, for a total of two 
on the evening. 

“Manitoba is a weaker team,” admitted third- 
year forward Roxanne Perry. “Friday night we 
just came out and gelled well as a team.” 

Unfortunately for the Foote Field faithful, the 
Manitoba goals would be the only ones the 
Pandas mustered all weekend. 

As expected, Saturday’s match-ups against 
the more dominant Victoria Vikes and UBC 
Thunderbirds were more difficult. The two teams 
have combined for the last five CIS champion- 
ships. 

UVic struck quickly and regularly in the first 


half to take a 3-0 lead that they wouldn't 
relinquish. Similarly, UBC’s Stephanie Jameson, 
who has participated in the Commonwealth 
Games, scored in the first five minutes in what 
would eventually sink the Pandas 1-0 to the 
Thunderbirds. 

“We played really well. We should have tied 
them with all the action in the circle,” com- 
mented midfielder Ewa Borowiec, referring to 
Alberta’s last-minute corner-penalty opportunity 
gone wasted. It was only in this last minute that 
the team could have generated any threat in the 
UBC end. 

“We're not really disappointed,” Perry reflected. 
“We came out strong but couldn’t capitalize on 
any our chances. We proved that we could keep 
up with some of the best teams in the league.” 

In fact, the Pandas had more opportunities 
against the Vikes than the T-Birds, despite what 
the scorecard indicates. It was great defence from 
Tia Thomson and Diane Hughes, along with 
great goaltending from Mandy Guttormson, that 
kept the Pandas in the UBC game. 

Alas, missed opportunities carried forward 


into Sunday’s game against Calgary, another 1—0 
decision. Similar to the UBC game, Tia Thomson 
had a late chance to tie the game off a penalty 
corner, but couldn’t find the net. 

“I think we improved from game to game,” 
Guttormson said, focusing on positives. “We've 
just been trying to focus on the basics, such as 
passing. Those are the keys to the game for us.” 

The Pandas should be particularly concerned 
with the Calgary loss. If the team hopes for any 
chance at making it to nationals, they need to 
finish at least third in the Canada West. 

Also troubling is that the last two tournaments 
will be played in BC, away from the friendly con- 
fines of Foote Field. However, the team is hoping 
to have some “road field advantage” on their side 
that will boost their chances. 

“We play our game, and it doesn’t matter who 
we're playing or where we're playing,” said Perry.

The exploits of

A profile on Pandas 
defender and U-19

When journalists embark on a profile, 
they usually hope to discover the story 
beyond the accomplishment: the rifle- 
shooting of an author, the paintings 
of an actor, the particular exploits of a 
soccer player. 

But in the case of Christina Kahlina, 
a Pandas soccer player and U-19 roster 
member, the exploit is the sport. A 
dedicated athlete might not be consid- 
ered so without due attention to their 
game. 

“T'm not asking for attention by play- 
ing soccer,” said Kahlina. “I do what 
I want to do, even if there’s no one 
there.” 

She got into the Sherwood Park 
soccer scene near eight years of 
age, influenced by her older brother. 
Naturally, she’s played ever since, with 
little else sprinkled in. 

“T played a little volleyball in Grades 
10 and 11, but I had to drop it. .... It was 
too much,” she explained. 

She travelled extensively with the 
Canadian team in her latter high- 
school days, and also had a stint with 
the provincial squad under current 
Bears head coach Len Vickery. At 17, 
the Pandas scouted her, already having 


the acquaintance of a few members 
from her previous ventures. 

“Soccer’s a really tight community,” 
explained Kahlina. “The Alberta girls, 
the BC girls, we're very close.” 

Last year she experienced partial 
exile from that community though, 
suffering an injury that kept her look- 
ing on for the Pandas’ 2001 run. 

“Tve never thought about quitting,” 
said Kahlina, referring to the second- 
degree tear in her medial collateral 
ligament (MCL). The 19-year-old kept 
in shape as she could, keeping up fit- 
ness but unable to run or play soccer, 
and so resorted to more typical teen- 
age activities, like movies, music and 
extremely fine dining. 

And of course, she was on the 
Canadian squad for FIFA U-19 cham- 
pionships, which have already crested 
the news. 

“Tt was great playing for Canada, 
hearing the national anthem in 
Commonwealth Stadium,” said 
Kahlina. 

“T felt very happy during the anthem. 
I was washed over with pride and I 
even sang, though not very loud,” she 
says with a grin. 

“Tt’s also great to have the attention 
to women’s sports, something that 
some older than me had no chance to 
play. 

“But I did and it’s cool to be acknowl- 
edged.” 

At the end of the interview she 
headed to the soccer bus for a pair on 
the road, clad in a FIFA shirt, every bit 
a soccer player.

After nothing but candy and cake, the 
Edmonton Trappers are getting a new 
parent. 

In a season that saw the Edmonton 
Trappers win the Pacific Coast League 
championship for the fourth time ever 
and the first since 1997, a deal’s been 
struck to move on. 

Today, the Trappers will officially 
announce a new player development 
contract with the Montréal Expos. 
Specifics are still being worked out. 

Their soon-to-be former parent club, 
the Minnesota Twins, clinched their 
division title 15 September for the first 
time since 1991, when they went on 
to win the World Series. The occasion 
marks their first playoff berth in eleven 
years. 

The Expos were threatened with 
contraction earlier this season, prior 
to a new collective bargaining agree- 
ment being struck with Major League 
Baseball on 30 August. The agreement 
guarantees that they will not be con- 
tracted until at least after the 2006 
season, though it contains no clause 
about relocation. 

Some sources say the club could 
move to Washington for the 2003 MLB 
season.
